3. -Following the more formal briefings, the discussion 
turned to broader 2ast/West matters with several incursions into 
the Berlin situation. General Heusinger made the following in- 
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terearting observations olrvioualy with a point: 

a. If West had taken immediate action on 13 August to 

tear down barricades in Berlin* the East Germans and Soviets 
would ■ probably have backed down* / ^ 







b» The West needs to keep in mind that Soviet strategic 
capabilities — particularly the aircraft capability — is still 
relatively weak* and no match for the West's strategic deterrenee* 
His position stringly implied that the West had more strings in 
its negotiating bow than is generally appreciated*
